SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY- 


The' electric target 
of Capt. Charles 


Ohevallier, of the Fieneh Army, is a series 
of metal segments. 
When a projectile 


strikes a segment, an electric circuit is 
completed by one or more spring-support- 
ed rods at the back, an! the exact spot 
struck is signalled upon an annunicator. 


The smallest vertebates hitherto known 


have been several fishes of the Southern 
States, the shortest about an inch long. 
A new goby—named Mistichthys lu^on- 
enie, is reported from a lake of southern 
Lnzon, and averages only about half an. 
inch in length. 
Onught in great num- 


bers by natives, this tiny species is a 
food-fish of some importance. 


The improved self-luminous mixture of 


a French chemist, claimed to require only 
n vary short exposure to light nnd to be 
unusually brilliant and lasting, consists ot 
20 parts of dehydrated sodium carbonate 
5 of sodim chloride, 1 of magnesium sul- 
phate, 500 of strontium carbonate, and 
150 of sulphur. The well-mixed materials 
are kept white-hot for three hours in an 
air-tight muffle. 


The biological stations of tho New Eng- 


land coast have solved the problem of lob- 
ster culture. Several thousand of 
the 


young fry are put into a cylindrical scrim 
bag about three feet in diameter and four 
feet deep, and the water in the submerg- 
ed bng is constantly acitatpd by a dasher 
driven by a gasoline engine, This prevents 
the fry from smothering or devouring one 
another, at the same time keeping their 
food 
of soft-clam 
fragments 
within 


reach. 
In mno to sixteen days from the 


eggs the creatutres are able to tako care 
of themselves, this stage being reached 
by IB to more than 40 per cent of the 
fry, although no pre\ious experiment had 
even one per cent of survivors. 


The new image-transmiting apparatus 


of 
a 
Belgian 
engineer includes two 


synchronous motors, each the size of an 
egg, 
which are mounted at the two 


stations, and are druen by the same cur- 
renta to the same speed of 500 revolutions 
a second. 
On each armature is a email 


lens which in every 50 revolutions oscil- 
lates five degrees from the axis. TBe 
transmitting 
lens 
thus 'sees" over a 


circle of ten degrees, and the variations 
of light and shade in the spiral path are 
instantlv transmitted through a selenium 
cell to the same points on the receiver, 
and are thrown on a screen by the second 
lens. The entire spiral being passed ten 
times a second, the image on the screen 
appears continuous.

About fifty earthquakes yearly disturb 


the world throughout its mass. Prof. 
John Milne notes that between Jan. 1, 
1899, nnd Jan. 1, 1902, the world-shaking 
earthquakes numbered 19G, of which 25 
originated west and south of Alaska, 14 
west of Central America, 1 west of the 
Antilles, 12 west of the Andes, 29 east of 
North Japan, 41 south and east of Java, 
17 north of Mauritius,' 22 on the east side 
and 3 on the west side of the North At- 
lantic, 3 in North Atlantic, and 14 in the 
Balkan, 
Cancasion 
and 
Himalayan 


regions. 
These sourcers—all submarine 


but the last three—are near the base of 
the 
steepest flexures, 
with boundary 


ridges mostly lined with volcaniu peaks. 
Both on land and under sen, the great 
earthquakes seem to attend a deepening 
of the furrows and an elevation of the 
flanking ridges; and tbe elevation may re- 
open long-sealed volnnoes, as in the erup- 
tions in the Antilles in 1698, 1718, 1766, 
1707, 1H02, 1812, 1836 and 1902. 
The 


small earthquakes—of which 10,000 a year 
are recorded-—have no sensible connection 
with volcanoes. 


Submarine photograby is not likely to 


become R popular pastime. But it is in- 
troducing us to unknown regions, and M. 
Louis Boutnn, who began by investigating 
the animal life of the waters, has become 
an 
enthusiastic 
ee^-bottom 
camerlst. 


?ome of his remarkable photographs of 
submarine scenery have been recently 
published. 
He uses a band camera, 


which is enclosed in a tight copper box 
having 
a plate-glass 
window, and is 


mounted on a cast-iron tripod. 
Suitable 


mechanism is povided 
to expose and 


change the plates. The pressure of the 
water, inconveniently great even at 20 or 
30 feet, was an early difficulty, but this 
was counteracted by means of a rubber 
ball, holding about a gallon, form which 
air was forced through a tube into the box 
as the pressure increased. Light fades 
rapidly in sinking below tbe surface, day- 
light exposures being impracticable at a 
depth of 25 feet. 
Magnesium powder is 


burned In oxygen In a suitable glass 
globe, and by this powerful illumination 
instantaneous exposures are made with in- 
teresting results.

November Criminal Court adjourned on 


Wednesday afternoon of last week after 
receiving the report of the Grand Jury. 
The report 
contains 
recommendations 


concerning several roads alleged to be in 
bad condition and in one case the Super- 
visors will oe indicted. Tbe Grand Jury 
also criticises the manner in which the 
liquor laws are observed, or rather violat- 
ed, in Bristol. 
The report, which is a 


document that concerns all citizens, is aa 
follows: Doylestown, Pa., Nov. 19, 1902. 


Report of the Grand Jury for November 


Term of Court, A. D. 1902. 
To the Hon. Harman Yerkes, President 


Judge cf the Court of Quarter Sessions 
of the County of Bucks, State of Penna. 
We, the Grand Jury, do beg leave to 


submit its report, viz.: We have examined 
31 bills of indictment and have found 26 
of them true bills and 5 of them not true 
bills. 


Wo have inquired into the case of a 


bridge over Ooar creek and also of bridge 
over Frosty Hollow creek, both in Middle- 
town township, and have approved the re- 
ports of the viewers of both bridges. 


We have investigated the constable's re- 


turn and other witnesses in Lower Make' 
field township aa to the condition of the 
roads in said township and find that 
Supervisor* Thomas Stapler and Irvin 
Brooks are guilty 
of 
maintaining a 


nuisance in the roads in said township. 


We also had laid before us a petition of 


certain taxpayers of Baaminster township 
that a portion of the road leading from 
Tebickon creek to Church Hill, in said 
township, 
is in 
bad 
condition. 
We 


recommend 
that 
the 
Supervisors, 


Abraham Rorer and Jonas Hill, be noti- 
fied to repair the same at once. 


A complaint received from the Richland 


township school board was laid before us 
of the bad condition of a bridge crossing 
the Tphiofcon creek at Landis' mill, in 
said township, was in a dangerous condi- 
tion and we recommond that the proper 
authorities be notified to repair the same 
atonco. 
. 


A complaint was also received trom 


Henry 0. Stover that the road along the 
canal from Point Pleasant north to Tini- 
cum creek is in bad condition, and we 
recommend that the proper authoriies be 
notSed to repair the same at once. 


In our examination of witnesses during 


the week it became evident that tbe 
liquor laws were loosely administered in 
the borough of Bristol.and the attention of 
the authorities there should be called to 
this fact. 
- 


We visited the county jail and found 


the same in excellent'condition. We have 
also examined the court house and found 
the pipes in the water closet In the base- 
ment in bad condition. The boiler room 
needs plastering and a general cleaning. 
We find the room of tbe Historical Society 
needs more heating apparatus. 


Vie also tender our sincere thanks to 


yonr Honor for the valuable instructions 
given us and to the District Attorney for 
his courteous attention while in the dis- 
charge of our duties.

for experimental worK, in aid to road 
huildiog, instead of giving all the spare 
funds in the treasury for the improvement 
(it navigation of creeks and wet-weather 
etreams which nature never intended for 
(ven a row-boat. If the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroads could be per- 
i uafted that they should pay for their own 
improvements at Washington, instead of 
drawing upon the Treasury for a few 
millions, the money saved would build 
more than 1,000 miles of first-class per- 
manent wagon roads in different states. 


Plnce tho country has so emphatically 


declared against the "scuttle" policy 
in dealing with the Philippines, public 
men are giving more thought to the 
problem of proper legislation. To de- 
velop and promote the welfare of our de- 
pendencies should be tho aim of our 
statesmen. 
Only such a course, If suc- 


cessful, will prove that no mistake had 
been made In our policy ol expansion.
